Plea for McNeil Island Use

_ NEW YORK, Nov. 6. ()—Classity- | 
fing drug addiction with smallpox, | 


Cancer and leprosy, Rev. Albert Sid- 
ney Gregg of Cleveland, speaking to- 
day at the closing session of the 
World Conference on Narcotic Edu- 
cation, presented a plan to isolate 
confirmed drug addicts on a prison 
island near Tacoma, Wash. 

The conference indorsed Dr. Gregg's 
Proposal to utilize for this purpose 
McNeil Island, “where the icy waters 
of Puget Sound serve as prison walls.” 

The island at present is a Federal 
prison with a population of 674 con- 
victs, but if the segregation plan is 
carried out, it is estimated that 2000 
men now serving sentences in other 
prisons will be removed to the addict 
colony. A resolution asking Con- 
gressional aid was drafted and adopt- 
ed by the conference. 

Under Dr. Gregg’s plan a man on 
parole who resumed the use of drugs 
would be subject to arrest and re- 
turn to the island by a United States 
marshal. If a man violated his parole 
a number of times, perhaps three, he 
should be declared incurable and 
permanently isolated, the speaker 
proposed. Those cured of the habit 
should be given vocational instruc- 
tion while in prison, he said.

Repeal of Federal Tax Act 
Will Be Advocated 


Several Governors to Be 
Among Delegates 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. (Exclusive)

“In six other 
States one house of the Legislature 
has adopted such a resolution and 
in fifteen other States a canvass of 
members of both branches of the 
Legislature has shown that a ma- 
jority favor a repeal of the law.” 

Mr. Blodgett also pointed out that 
only fifteen States have accepted 
the 80 per cent credit provision in 
the present law, and that all of these 
States, with three exceptions, ac- 
cepted this joint levy under protest. 
In these three States a strong minor- 
ity protested in their legislatures. 

“This represents opinion that is 
almost unanimous among the State 
legislatures,” said Mr. Biodgett. “We 
believe it represents accurately the 
views of the people of the States 
which elect the legislatures. It is
